SCHOOL REPORT. 


Again it becomes our duty to give to the public our 
annual report of the schools in our care. Our schools 
as a whole have been quite’ successful the past year. 
Parents should see that their children are in school every 
day and inseason. Without perfect attendance we find 
children make but little progress. As the law is now it 
makes a great difference what our average attendance is. 
The Equalization law of 1899 says ‘‘All towns whose 
equalized valuation per scholar was less than $3000 
should receive aid from the state.’’ ‘The law also gives 
the Governor and Council the right to add certain towns 
upon recommendation of the superintendent of public 
instruction. In 1901 he recommended that those towns 
whose equalized valuation per scholar was less than 
$3400 be added to the list and they were.
